MARCELLUS - A 69-

legislature. It Is expected the 
task force's findings will be 
given significant weight as law- 
makers rewrite the lax. 


Milliken's top fiscal aide, 


budget director Gerald Miller, 
said he basically agreed with 
the staff report. 


The tax, which replaced eight 


levies, was enacted in 1975 in an 
attempt to simplify business 
taxes, 'stabilize state revenues 
and stimulate economic expan- 
sion and Job growth by giving 
breaks to large manufacturing 
firms and utilities. 


But the new tax immediately 


set off an outcry from other 
businesses, including farmers, 
car dealers, service firms and 
professional 
people. 
Small 


businesses which made little or 
no money protested they were 
hardest bit. 


The report is intended to meet 


some of those objections without 
abandoning the original tax 
goals. Drafters said the sugges- 
tions would make the tax more 
equitably without overburden- 
ing large, jobs-producing in- 
dustry. 


The specific proposals were: 
—Giving small businesses an 


alternative tax on gross profits 
instead of the SBT's levy on 
profits, payroll, interest and 
depreciation. Businesses with 
gross profits of up to 1210,000 
could pay a lax rate of five per 
cent on profits, and the tax ad- 
vantage would decline for larger 
firms until a business with over 
(390,000 in profits' wvuU pay the 
regular tax. 


—An increase in the regular 


business tax from 2.X to 2.5 per 
cent to recoup revenues lost 
through UK tax break. 


-A tax credit be given 


against the SBT liability instead 
of against Individual income 


taxes, helping professionals. 


—A tax break for firms whose 


labor force makes up most of 
their tax base, with more weight 
on profits in calculating taxes. 


—Taxing depreciation on new 


investments outside the state 
UK same as investments within 
Michigan — at 100 per cent.

opened the White House today to 
the once-fellow outsiders who 
helped put him there, a triumph 
celebrated in hopes that their 
"joy and friendship and caring 
for each other" would sustain 
the Republic for the next four 
years. 
-After a rigorous inaugural 
day highlighted by a remarka- 
ble walk in the first light of his 
presidency — and the tradi- 
tional waltzes on the first night 
of it — the 39th chief executive 
settled back today to welcome 
friends and top appointees to his 
new home. 


The President's schedule of- 


ficially listed only four items, 
all receptions. The first; at 10 
a.m., was for the men and 
women who had entertained 
him at their own homes during 
his long political quest. 


Then, in succession, came 


meetings with his Cabinet and 
governors, with party officials 
and labor and business leaders 
and, finally in late afternoon, 
with the Georgia congressional 
delegation. 


Thursday night, Carter and 


his wife Rosalynn climaxed the 
inaugural day with a rapid-fire 
tour of seven parties spread 
throughout the city at four ho- 
tels, the railroad station, a 
government building and an ar- 
mory. Each was jammed with 
thousands of persons, all of 
whom paid (35 to get in, a bar- 
gain price as inaugural balls go. 


Accompanied by daughter 


Amy, 9, at the first two night* 
time events, the President and 
Mrs. Carter took several whirls 
around the dance floor, and be 
kissed her on the cheek once or 
twice. 


At .each event, Carter made a 


brief, campaign-style talk, 
asking over and over, "Wasn't 
this a good day?" 


"Yes!" came the inevitable

CLAM MONEY ORDERS ALTERED 
Two Accused Of Forgery 


Warming Cold

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Two Benton township men 


have been arrested on federal 
charges of interstate transpor- 
tation of stolen property — 
passing forged money orders. 


Dean Phelps, FBI "agent in 


Benton Harbor, said the arrests 
resulted during investigation of 
an alleged ring and the cashing 
of up to $30,000 in altered money 
orders 
in

Phelps said the operation may 


have involved 15 people from 
the Twin Cities. Those arrested 
were charged with interstate 
transportation 
of 
stolen 


property because the passing of 
the altered money orders 
caused bank funds to move 
across state lines, Phelps said. 


Arrested yesterday by Benton 


township police on a federal 
warrant was Sanford A. Spear, 
18, of 2159 Red Arrow highway. 
He will be arraigned today in 
federal district court. Grand 
Rapids, Phelps said. 


Kevin Sink, 27, of Benton 


township, was arraigned on a 
federal warrant Wednesday and 
is being held on *50,ODO bond. He 
stood mute to the charge, and an 
innocent pica was entered on his 
behalf by the court, Phelps 
reported. 


Phelps said Spear and Sink 


arc charged specifically with 
purchasing, altering and pass- 
ing Travelers Express Co. 
money orders. 


As many as 400 money orders, 


purchased 
for 
about 
$1, 


allegedly altered, then cashed 
for about $90, could be involved 
in the alleged scheme, Phelps 
said. He said the operation ap- 
parently began the first of 
December." 


From the 40 to 50 money 


orders already returned to the 
FBI by banks, Phelps said a 
pattern of the alleged operation 
has emerged. 
, Money orders for SI. 15 would 
be purchased from drug stores 


or supermarkets, he said. The 
money order would be typed in 
the amount of "501.15." The "0" 
would be altered to a "9," he 
said, before the money orders 
were cashed at banks or other 
stores. 


Phelps said the altering 


required "sotnc finesse." 


He said the money orders 


were from Travelers Express 
Co., Inc., drawn on atMinnesola 
bank; 
Consumers 
Money 


Orders, Inc., drawn on a St. 
Louis bank; and Muntbrd, Inc., 


Money Orders, drawn on a bank 
in Atlanta., Ga. 


Because, the operation seems 


to be centered in the Twin Ci- 
ties, Phelps said the FBI has 
been assisted by police from 
Benton township, Benton Har- 
bor, St. Joseph, the Berrien 
sheriff's department and state 
troopers of the Benton Harhor 
post. 


Phelps said altered money 


orders also have been passed in 
Grand Rapids, Lansing and 
South Bend.

Having already 
scuttled Sorensen for the ample reason 
he is not hefty enough to run a sensi­ 
tive intelligence operation, it would be 
bad for business if Bell was jettisoned 
unless it could be shown he is unfit to 
act as Attorney General. 


Two, Bell’s unflappable conduct 
during the committee hearings clearly 
indicated there is no lack of ability to 
run the Justice Department. 


Three, the opposition to Bell on civil 
rights grounds was not a united front. 
The NAACP may be the oldest and 
largest Negro organization, but is far 
from being the only one. CORF], plus a 
number of other black leaders, spoke 
out on behalf of the nomination. If the 
NAACP had been flanked by a few 
allies instead of standing out as a Lone 
Ranger, the Committee vote might 
have gone the other way. 


Many a President’s nominee has 
scored high in Test No. 2, but fallen by 
the wayside on Nos. 1 and 3 or obs­ 
tacles of equal political tenacity. 


It remains to be seen if Mitchell will 
pursue the battle before the full 
Senate. 


Should he do so, predictably the 
outcome will not change. 


The instinct among the Democratic 
majority is to accept Kennedy’s prag­ 
matism and to forget the ideological.

:Few new Presidents have gone to the 
lengths to shore up the responsibilities 
of Iheir Vice Presidents, at least at the 
beginning of their adm inistrations, 
that Jimmy Carter has attem pted to do 
for Walter Mondale. It is not an easy 
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task to provide meaningful functions 
for the office. The Constitution and 
tradition have provided few other than 
to be prepared in case of tragedy. 


In several useful ways, Jim m y 
Carter is attem pting to blaze a new 
path for his teammate. The fact that 
the two men apparently have es­ 
tablished 
close 
relations 
helps. 
Making room in the White House for 
the Vice President’s office, instead of 
shunting him across the street to a less 
available location, also helps. 


Sending the new Vice President on a 
get-acquainted tour of friendly capi­ 
tals in the first weeks of the adm inis­ 
tration is another useful approach, 
enabling the new President time to 
organize his administration and at the 
same time give assurances abroad 
where they may be needed that close 
cooperation in international problems 
will be nurtured. 


Aside from those obvious efforts to 
rescue the Vice Presidency from the 
lonely and sometimes ostracized posi­ 
tion which has befallen many of Mon­ 
d ay ’s predecessors, the new President 
also has voiced his intentions of 
making the Vice President a kind of 
working chief of staff — without the 
title. 


How that idea works in practice will 
be determined in the legislative hustle 
of the coming months. At the moment, 
the work being carved out for Mondale 
should keep him too busy to reflect on 
his earlier comment that “ the history 
of thiv office is nothing short of grim ”

Safe For Carter 


WASHINGTON - Herbert 
Hoover 
fished, 
fra n k lin 
Roosevelt swam, Harry Truman 
walked, 
Dwight 
Eisenhower 
golfed, John Kennedy sailed and 
jimm y Carter goes to the stock 
car races. 


Stock car races? Once no 
president would have dared be­ 
ing seen at the speed slums of 
America. 
The 
mechanical 
mayhem was called the Sport of 
Crudes, and the idea for par­ 
ticipants was to reach the finish 
line or the hospital. Men with 
big bellies and burn scars did 
the tricks. For fans it was like 
watching “Rollerball.” 


The action began to mellow, 
or at least mature, in the 1950s, 
largly because of the construc­ 
tion of a new kind of track and 
philosophy at Daytona Interna­ 
tional Speedway in Florida. The 
2.5-mile, steeply banked oval 
gave to the stocks what In­ 
dianapolis had years earlier 
given to “ m idget” races — 
class and respectability. 


No longer would stockers take 
pit stops to vomit the dust of 
dirt tracks. No longer would the 
bleachers collapse under the 
weight of fans and “ co-cola.” 
The smell of 10-weight oil hung 
on, and the jockeys were no less 
bloodied than before, but Day­ 
tona replaced raw adventure 
with a kind of fascinating 
romance. 


The change was not abrupt, 
though. As a sports w riter in 
Daytona Beach in the early 
19H0s I covered the latter part of 
a transition period that was, in 
turn, both revolutionary and 
awkward. The cars got faster 
and better, and on race day as 
many as 90,(MM) middle-class 
fans jammed the speedway; as 
to the drivers, however, not 
everyone was an easy part of the 
face-lifting operation. 


I am thinking primarily of 
two men caught in the change 
from grease to genleelism, Joe 
Weatherly and Glen “ Fireball” 
Roberts. Weatherly was the 
C.W. McCall of his day, a man of 
country chic who shaped his 
culture by bending it verbally. 
Weatherly did not merely drive, 
for example, he “ flew flat out 


and 
belly 
down.” 
As 
for 
Roberts, how many people are 
being nicknamed Fireball any 
more? 


One 
night the two w-ere 
drinking in the bar next to my 
newspaper office. The edition 
had gone to bed and another 
reporter and 1 joined Weatherly 
and Roberts at their cups. At 
about 2 a.m. an argument en­ 
sued regarding the comparative 
merits of the Pontiac and Ford 
engines. It was trade talk, 
mostly, both drivers recalling 
events where one or the other 
car had distinguished itself. 


I don't remember how we all 
got outside. Nor do I remember 
whose automobiles were used 
for the 
ultimate test. 
But 
Weatherly 
and 
the 
other 
reporter got in the Ford, while 
Roberts and I took the Pontiac, 
and away we roared into the 
night. Supposedly, our destina­ 
tion was the beach, famous for 
its hard-packed sand, a fitting if 
quite illegal place to settle mo- 
tor-speed disagreements. 
« 


We never made it to the 
beach. Weatherly and Roberts 
could not suffer patience. As 
Fireball went first on a bridge 
linking the mainland to the 
beach, Weatherly pulled up 
even, shook his fist, and the 
race was on. Whoosh! I protest­ 
ed, gripping my seat 
and 
looking for police, but I was 
outvoted by 400 horsepower. 


We shot along the river road, 
cut east through a retirement 
community, and probably al­ 
tered the genes of one insom­ 
niac who was out near the road 
watering his lawn. A half hour 
later, and years older, we 
slammed to a stop, Weatherly 
the winner but the argument 
unresolved. 


Ah, yes, such men are gone 
now. Weatherly and Roberts 
both died at their occupations. 
Today they are replaced by 
drivers who wear beads and fly 
to races in private jets. Both 
sport and participants have 
grown up. The speedway has 
been made safe for Jimm y 
Carter. One supposes, reluc­ 
tantly, that it’s for the best.

WTien Carter took the 
presidential oath, the mood 
was optimistic, but wary.

Carter 
is 
the 
first 
president in a century whose 
political experience prior to the 
campaign was confined entirely 
to a 
rural 
Southern state, 
where his basic perceptions of 
life were shaped. We cannot 
know if this regional iden­ 
tification makes him brighter 
or dimmer than his predeces­ 
sors 
with 
national 
backgrounds, but it certainly 
makes him different. 


Less is known of C arter’s 
philosophy 
and 
ability 
to 
govern 
than 
of 
any 
new 
president in modern times. 


His record as a one-term 
governor of Georgia offers few 
clues to future national perfor­ 
mance. 
He 
has 
verbally 
embraced liberal policies, but 
his first moves display cau­ 
tious, even conservative ins­ 
tincts. 


His 
Cabinet 
features 
the 
fresh faces he promised, but 
most of them are not the 
Washington outsiders that were 
expected; rather, they are solid 
Establishment 
figures 
who 
were 
too 
junior 
for 
such 
prominence 
in 
the 
last 
Democratic administration. His 
economic program of tax cuts 
and expenditures heads in the 
direction he promised, but it 
does not reflect the sense of 
urgency he indicated he felt 
during the campaign and sticks 
to rather familiar safe paths. 


He seems to have great em­ 
pathy with blacks and the poor, 
yet 
he 
has 
applauded 
the 
Supreme Court's recent retreat 


from constitutional rights in 
the criminal field, which will 
hit those groups hardest. He 
has championed equal rights 
for 
women 
with 
more 
enthusiasm 
than 
any 
past 
president, yet the two Cabinet 
posts to which he appointed 
women are generally regarded 
as the least influential and 
important in the Cabinet. 


Two things we do know about 
him, however, and both are 
positive. 


First, he does not lack self- 
confidence. 
He 
may 
be 
a 
country boy suddenly elevated 
to the big time, but he’s no 
chicken. He gives every sign of 
an independence of character 
which may protect him against 
the pressures of selfish special 
interest 
groups 
and 
slick- 
talking officials who have been 
around Washington longer. 


Already, for instance, he has 
refused to knuckle under to the 
AFL-CIO’s demand that John 
Dunlop be named Secretary of 
Labor and has sufficiently ig­ 
nored the AFL-CIO’s lavish 
jobs program to prompt public 
grumbling from that quarter. 
His Democratic predecessors, 
John 
Kennedy and 
Lyndon 
Johnson, by contrast, generally 
tried to give George Meany 
whatever he wanted. 


Secondly, he seems sincere 
in trying to break the pattern 
of 
isolation 
which 
has 
increasingly 
distorted 


presidential understanding of 
the country. Because of the 
enormous security problem, it 
may be a futile exercise. One 
simply cannot reach out to or­ 
dinary people while surrounded 
by legions of athletic young 
men with guns.

The last of three men accused

The trio was accused in the 


shotgun slaying of Baum on 
April 23, 1973, at his former 
grocery store on Riford street in 
Benton Harbor. The prosecution 
maintained Baum was killed 
during an attempted armed 
robbery.

during the trial contended it 
was Anthony Johnson who fired 
the fatal shotgun blast, and in- 
troduced testimony from three 
people to whom Johnson admit- 
ted tolling Baum.

Det. Jon Nichols, of the 


Berrien sheriff's department, 
testified that while questioning 
Johnson, Johnson admitted fir- 
ing the shot but said it was an 
accident. Two women testified 
they had conversations with 
Johnson in a bar in which 
Johnson claimed to have killed 


Baum, with Vcrna Isom testify- 
ing that Johnson told her he 
"offcd 
(killed) the. 


Defense Atty. Paul Jancba, of 


St. Joseph, presented no tes- 
timony, but charged during 
closing arguments that the 
prosecution had failed to prove 
its case. 


The Johnson brothers and 


Ray had been arrested the day 
after Baum's death but charges 
were dismissed when key wit- 
nesses failed to testify in a dis- 
trict court hearing. 


The three were indicted on 


murder charges by the county 
.grand jury after the same wit- 
nesses testified before Ibe grand 
jury, and later testified in the 
preliminary bearings i» district 
court and the .circuit court 
trials.

An additional heart-lung pump for use in open heart surgery at 
Mercy hospital has been donated to the hospital by Jorge Just, 
M.D., heart surgeon at Mercy.

“ I think definitely, this is an 
area to watch — all the evidence 
isn’t in yet.

Many techniques 
have been developed for hair 
implantation, but the process is 
still far from perfect. 


The clips may act as a foreign 


boily. Redness and swelling 
around the clip may occur. In- 
fections are not unusual. 


The 
advantages of this 


method are not great enough to 
overcome its disadvantages. 
Constant manipulation of the 
haft by washing, shampooing 
and combing further adds to the 
irritation of the scalp. 


I would avoid this. 
Hair transplantation is a 


method by which tiny dumps of 
hair, with the underlying skin, 


are removed from an area of the 
scalp that still flourishes. This 
is known as a "donor graft." 
This gran is then inserted into 
the bald area which has been 
prepared and made ready to 
receive the graft.

complete the procedure.

suming technique. Not all 
people are ideal candidates for 
it. Before getting started on hair' 
transplantation, the opinion of a 
specialist in this field is most 
important.

discriminately 
recommend 


transplants. They suggest it 
only, for those people to whom 
they can offer the greatest 
degree of hope tor successful

Many techniques 
have been developed for hair 
implantation, but the process is 
still far from perfect. 


The clips may act as a foreign 
body. Redness and swelling 
around the clip may occur. In­ 
fections are not unusual. 


The 
advantages

method are not great enough to 
overcome its disadvantages. 
Constant manipulation of the 
hair by washing, shampooing 
and combing further adds to the 
irritation of the scalp.

SJ Planners Delay Action 
On Zoning Ordinance 


The St. Joseph city planning 
commission 
last 
night 
unanimously voted to postpone a 
recommendation for adoption of 
a new zoning ordinance until a 
portion which drew objections is 
reviewed and possibly revised. 


Several of the 15 residents at 
the public hearing last night 
objected to sections of the 
proposed 
ordinance 
dealing 
with 
non-conforming 
uses. 
Those sections would not allow a 
severlv damaged or destroyed 
■ two-family home to be rebuilt as 
such in a single-family zone, or 
a severely damaged home to be 
rebuilt at all in the proposed 
water recreation development 
zone. 


Planning Chairman Jam es 
Heathcote 
said 
the 
section 
which drew the most fire dealt 
with the water recreation zone. 
He indicated during a telephone 
interview today that planners 
may revise that section to allow 
a homeowner to re-build a 
single-family residence in the 
zone if the residence is severely 
damaged or destroyed. 


“ I can’t speak for the rest of 
the commission, but I think 
that’s the way they’re going to 
go,” Heathcoat noted. But he 
said he did not foresee any 
change in the proposed zone 
which would not allow a two- 
family residence to be re-built 
as such inside a single-family 
zone. 


The section quest ioned last 
night states that if a home on a 
nonconforming lot is damaged 
to the extent of more than 50 per 
cent of replacement cost, it 
cannot be rebuilt at all in the 
water recreation zone, and not 
re-built as a two-family house if 
in a single-family zone. 


Mrs. Dorothy Petersen, of 501 
Lake street, said she owns a 
rental home at 201 Park street 
in the proposed lakefront zoning 
area for water recreation, and 
noted 
the proposed section 
would hit people extra hard who 
lost their house because of fire 
or natural disaster in that zone. 


“ A fire or natural disaster 
could happen to anyone,” Mrs. 
Petersen noted. “ It’s like step­ 
ping on someone’s face when 
they’re down.” 
Grattan (Bud) 
Nowlen, a planning commission 
member, said it was not the 
planning commission’s inten­ 
tion to prevent people from 
rebuilding what they already 
had but to prevent further 
spreading of dense living condi­ 
tions. Nowlen recommended the 
planning commission postpone 
a recommendation to adopt the 
new zoning ordinance until the 
section is reviewed. 


"I 
believe 
it 
should 
be 
changed,” Nowlen said of the 
controversial 
section. 
“ The 
people should have the right to 
build what they had.” 


Heathcote said tlfe planning 
F rost 
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commission will hold another 
public hearing on the proposed 
ordinance 
sometime 
in 
February after the section is 
revised. The planners will then 
send the proposed ordinance to 
the city commission for final 
consideration. 


No 
dissatisfaction 
was 
expressed at the public hearing 
on the main thrust of the new 
ordinance, which virtually rules 
out further development of 
multi-family housing, shrinks 
the area allowed for two-family 
dwellings, and creates a water 
recreation development along 
the lakefront. 


The 
proposed 
zoning 
or­ 
dinance eliminates any new 
apartm ent complex construc­ 
tion and cuts the present two- 
family housing district in half. 


The new two-family district 
would be restricted to about a 
22-block area in the “ old’’ 
residential part of the city, 
between Main street on the 
west, Wayne street on the east 
and extending south from Broad 
street to Harrison. It take^ in 
another two blocks east of 
Wayne between Broad and Ship 
streets. 


The current zoning ordinance, 
adopted in 1947 and amended 
three times since, allows two- 


family dwellings as far south as 
Howard street, and also along 
the lakefront below the bluff. 
This area all would become 
single-family district under the 
new ordinance. 


Heathcote said earlier the 
population density in the city 
has already overburdened jthe 
city land area and parking and 
other facilities. 


He said by cutting back 
sharply on the two-family area, 
it will encourage owners of ag­ 
ing single-family 
homes 
to 
remodel their houses and to 
remain there. 


The 
water 
recreation 
development zone covers the 
city’s lakefront area below the 
lake bluff and extends from the 
river on the north to Park street 
on the south. 


The new zoning plan also 
provides for a new office com­ 
mercial 
district 
covering 
approximately 
six 
blocks 
between Broad street on the 
south, Church on the east, Main 
on the west and Ship street on 
the north. The zoning clas­ 
sification compliments the city 
commission’s plans to foster of­ 
fice building development in

The county since *1973 has 
rented time on a computer 


along with the Berrien Inter­ 
mediate school district, but the 
computer, at the Intermediate 
headquarters 
m 
Berrien 
Springs, is leased from IBM 
Corp. 


County officials yesterday 
said purchasing the county’s 
own computer will result in 
more than $295,000 in savings 
over a five-year period. The 


computer will be paid for from 
federal revenue »sharing funds, 
according to Edward Mattix, 
chairman of the board’s affairs 
committee. 


Mattix said the savings will 
result from not having to pay an 
$11,IKK) per month rental fee and 
overtime for computer opera­ 
tors. He noted that the rented 
computer is now in use about 20 


hours a day and the new com­ 
puter, which is bigger and 
capable of more programs, will 
have the capacity to do the same 
amount of work in less than 
eight hours. 


The new computer, to be 
housed at the Intermediate 
headquarters, will be purchased 
from IBM and will have an ex­ 
pected capacity for at least the 
next five years, according to the 
board’s 
resolution. 
County 
Coordinator Roger Petrie said 
delivery of the new computer is 
expected in July. 


Mattix said the new computer 
will 
allow 
more 
kinds 
of 
programs, adding the county 
hopes to computerize checks 
and bills, among other things. 
He said the Intermediate dis­ 
trict will still share the com­ 
puter, but will pay rental to the 
county. He noted that the school 
district is currently using about 
60 per cent of the computer’s 
time, with the county using the 
other 40 per cent. 


In another matter, the board

‘‘Doctor J ” Erving, basket­ 
ball’s 
millionaire 
contract- 
jumping gypsy, insists it is 
every man for himself in the 
present-day 
wheeling 
and 
dealing of big time sports. 


"Loyalty doesn’t enter into 
it,” the all-star forward of the 
Philadelphia 76ers said. "That 
is a term of another era. Today 
the market value of a player is 
dictated by what the people are 
willing to pay. 


"The players didn't start this 
whole ball of wax — the owners 
did. 
It 
started 
with 
Wilt 
Chamberlain, 
traded 
from 
Philadelphia to Los Angeles. 
Then it spread, affecting guys 
like Oscar Robertson and Dan 
Issel. 


"I keep seeing guys come 
and go. It’s a constant cycle. 
But the player has to be careful 
that 
he doesn’t 
get 
used, 
abused and cast aside.” 


The inimitable Dr. J, his 
lithe B-foot-7 frame radiantly 
draped in subtle pink, was in 
New York Thursday night to be 
honored as "Man of the Year” 
by Sport Magazine. 


He was chosen for almost 
singlehandedly, as the star of 
the twice-champion New York 
Nets, forcing the merger of the 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tion with the National Basket­ 
ball Association and triggering 
the largest individual deal in 
history — his $6 million jump 
from the Nets to the 76ers. 


His departure virtually shat­ 
tered the franchise of the Nets, 
who tumbled from the throne 
of the 
defunct ABA 
to a 
divisional cellar in the NBA 
and who are currently wallow­ 
ing 
in 
an 
11-game 
losing 
slump. 


Before that dram atic shift 
last October — with five more 
years to go on a $3.5 million, 
eight-year contract — Erving’s 
career had been marked by 
controversy growing out of his 
faculty for going where grass 
looked greener. 


As a 21-year-old junior out of 


the 
University 
of 
Mas­ 
sachusetts, he signed a four- 
year contract with the ABA 
Virginia Squires in April, 1971. 
A year later he jumped to the 
Atlanta Hawks of the NBA but 
found 
that 
the 
Milwaukee 
Bucks, who held draft rights, 
claimed possession of his ser­ 
vices. 


Then ensued 
bitter court 
fights. The Squires sued, in­ 
sisting he still was under con­ 
tact to them. A judge awarded 
him to the Hawks. The NBA 
governors said he belonged to 
the Bucks. The NBA fined the 
Hawks. • The 
Hawks 
sued. 
Another judge said he still 
belonged to the Squires. The 
Bucks sued the Hawks for $3 
million. 


It 
was 
mind-boggling. 
Finally, Dr. J returned his rare 
talents to the Squires, who in 
turn sold him to the Nets who, 
bowing to Erving’s ultimatum, 
agreed to let him go the 76ers.

Gazette as saying he had been 
offeri'd illegal inducements to 
attend the three schools, in 
addition to Iowa State and West 


Virginia University. 


The story, written by Gazette 
sportswTiter S. B. Easterling, 
quoted Geiger as saying he was 
offered a car by a WVU alum­ 
nus if he would attend the 
Morgantown school. He was 
also quoted as saying an Iowa 
State alumnus offered "to help 
me get a car if I went there.” 


The Gazette also said Geirger 
reported that Michigan, Pur­ 
due, 
and 
Syracuse 
alumni 
“ called and said they would 
help me out financially if I 
signed." 


Geiger told the Huntington 


Herald-Dispatch on Wednesday 
that “ I didn't receive any 
illegal offers from Michigan, 
Syracuse, or Purdue. I calk'd 
S. J. (Easterling) after the 
story appeanni and told him I 
thought he had misunderstood 
me.” 


Easterling

may have misunderstood him, 
but thought my notes on the 
interview were pretty clear.” 


The Gazette’s story quoting 
Geiger was carried by The As­ 
sociated Press.

MINIMUN SENTENCES 
High Price Tag Put 
On Proposed Law

LANSING, Mich (AP) - If 
Michigan voters want manda­ 
tory minimum sentences for 
violent lawbreakers, it will cost 
them about $87 million a year, 
says a key House lawmaker. 


That amount will cost each 
Michigan taxpayer about $19.22 
a year, says House Judiciary 
Committee 
Chairman 
Paul 
Rosenbaum. 


Rosenbaum said his commit­ 
tee would block any legislation 
seeking to mandate prison 
terms for violent criminals until 
people say they are willing to 
pay for more prison space. 


Unless more prison space is 
created, other criminals will 
have to be released early to 
make room for the new, he said. 


The Battle Creek Democrat 
said Thursday he will introduce 
legislation next week to put a 
$439 million prison bonding 
proposal before the people on 
the 1978 ballot. 


That money would build four 
new maximum security prisons 
in Michigan and improve old 
facilities. It would end the 
prison squeeze and permit the 
state to get tougher on violent 
criminals, Rosenbaum said. 


Already, the state is housing 
900 more inmates than its 11,800 
prison beds can hold. Many are 
sleeping in corridors. 


“ We cannot enact laws unless 
we are willing to pay for them,” 
he said. “ Those are the cold 
hard facts of life.” 


At a news conference, Rosen­ 
baum also lashed out at Oakland 
County Prosecutor L Brooks 
Patterson, who is leading a pe­ 
tition drive to put the question 
of banning early parole on the 
1978 ballot. 


“ He's putting the cart before 
the horse," said Rosenbaum. 
“ He doesn't have the slightest 
appreciation of the facts and 


figures, the consequences and 
complexities of the criminal 
justice system in this state.” 


Patterson rebutted: ‘‘As far 
as I’m concerned, Rosenbaum 
typifies the arrogance of the 
legislature ... He’s there pon­ 
tificating on all the good things 
he's going to do while 1 have 
buried 11 citizens in my county 
since 1973,” who were killed by 
parolees. 


Here are details of Rosen­ 
baum’s proposal: 


—Taxpayers would pay more 
than $1.4 billion, including $318 
million in interest, to pay off the 
bonds over 20 years 
The 
legislature would determine 
how the money was to be raised, 
possibly through an income tax 
hike or increased taxes on 
cigarettes and liquor. 


—The bond money would go 
toward building the four new 
prisons, with a total of about 
4,540 new beds. That is enough 
space to ease overcrowding and 
provide room for new inmates if 
mandatory prison term laws go 
through, Rosenbaum says. 


—The legislature still would 
have to appropriate $29 million 
annually to operate the new 
facilities.

slaves below deck in chains, or a 
"loose pack" nflTO. 


No doubt scripters William 


Blinn and Ernest Kinnoy creat- 
ed the troubled captain role to 
"show at least a bit of conscience 
existed among the "toubobs," 
as the Africans called whites. 


But Haley's book makes 


abundantly clear the captain's 
conscience went only so far as to 
make him force-feed slaves too 
weak to exercise aboard his 
ship, lest they die and cost him 
money. 


.Haley's depiction of evil was 


stark. Sunday's version pulls 
punches in changing the cap- 
tain, only briefly described in 
the book, to a major figure who 
at least worried about evil white 
engaging in it. 


It sharply reduces the impact 


of Haley's powerful sloo'. True, 
David Greene's direction tries 
to convey slavery's horrors, 
particularly in below-d«cks 
scenes where African men lie 
chained in rows, in filth, with 
some, 
like 
Kunta 
Kinte, 


defiantly plotting escape.

references to the fact the ship's 
crewmen amused themselves 
by raping the slave women, 
some of the women shown 
bare-breasted both aboard ship 
and earlier in Africa.

slark. Sunday’s version pulls 
punches in changing the cap­ 
tain, only briefly described in 
the book, to a major figure who 
at least worried about evil while 
engaging in it. 


It sharply reduces the impact 
of Haley’s powerful story. True, 
David Greene’s direction tries 
to convey slavery’s horrors, 
particularly 
in 
below-decks 
scenes where African men lie 
chained in rows, in filth, with 
some, 
like 
Kunta 
Kinte, 
defiantly plotting escape. 


There 
also 
are 
explicit 
references to the fact the ship’s 
crewmen amused themselves 
by raping the slave women, 
some of the women shown 
bare-breasted both aboard ship 
and earlier in Africa. 


But few scenes — and some 
may find all very disturbing — 
come 
close 
to 
those 
so 
graphically, 
chillingly 


described by Haley. They don’t 
capture the full brutality. At 
times, I half-expected the slaves 
to be unshackled, the sailors to 
drop (heir whips and all to sit 
down for a box lunch on the poop 
deck 


Succeeding ABC editions of 
“ Roots,” which ends Jan. 30, go 
from 
colonial-era 
slavery 
through the Civil War and draw 
to a close in relatively modern 
times in Henning, Tenn., home 
of Haley’s grandmother. 


Considering the buildup, Sun­ 
day’s “ Hoots” strikes me as a 
letdown. 
But

still 
hope 
improvement sets in the next 
seven nights, that somewhere 
justice is done to a remarkable 
book by a remarkabze man— 
Alex Haley.

he’s 
deeply troubled at the thought of 
engaging 
in 
the 
wretched 
business of hauling humans for 
sale, though not enough to bow 
out. He leaves the grisly details 
of his cargo to someone else. 


That someone is a cheery, 
callous, foul-mouthed officer — 
Ralph Waite — a veteran of 18 
slave runs who muses whether 
to have a ‘‘tight pack,," 200 
slaves below deck in chains, or a 
"loose pack" of*170. 


No doubt scripters William 
Blinn and Ernest Kinnoy creat­ 
ed the troubled captain role to 
show at least a bit of conscience 
existed among the “ toubobs,” 
as the Africans callt*d whites. 


But 
Haley's 
book 
makes 
abundantly clear the captain's 
conscience went only so far as to 
make him force-feed slaves too 
weak to exercise aboard his 
ship, lest they die and cost him 
money.
